This amendment is being filed siibsequem to the Request for Coiitmued 
Examination filed on July 14, 201 1 . CAmms 1 , 4-7, 1 0-12, 25, 27-30 and 32-34 are 
pendi-rtg in the application, with claims I , t and 25 being the only independent Glaims. 
Claims 3, 9 afid 26 have been canceled, without prejudice ot disciaimer. 

Applicant respectfiilly requests reconsideration of the application in view of the 
fbregoing amendments and the tbliowing remarks. 

Pat««tabiHtj' of the Claims 
Independent C'laim I 

Indeperideiit ciaim I has been amended to delete the reference to the "conduit" in 
order to clarify Applicant's claimed subject itiatter. The figures in this application (in 
particular Fig. 2) inadvertently show the conduit 132, which is described with respect to 
the siphoning action, extendi ng from the top portion of the removable cover 131 of the 
reservoir 130. W^iile this may be an accurate representation with respect to the deliver}^ 
of the diluted additive from the overflow port 136 to the annular space, in practice, for the 
siphoning action, a condnit would be coupled to the lower siphon fitting 1 35 to deliver 
the diluted additive to the amtular space. 

In addition, claim 1 has been amended to recite that the upper siphon fitting is 
"integrated'' into the removable reservoir cover. At least tliis feature is not taught or 
suggested by tlie combiaatioit of the previously applied references Je (KR 2003055965), 
Htmemmm (GB 4043158) and Oldingim 3,118,297). 

Je disck\ses a siphon cap 50 that is coupled to a siphon pipe 43. Houe\ei\ tbt- 
siphon cap 50 is separate from the cover, in other words, it is not integrated with die 
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cover as is recited in Applkaiit's claim 1 . None of HuUemam or OMing overcomes at 
least this deticieocy. 

Theretbre, it is belie-ved that amended claira I M now patentable o\'er the applied 
references, 

Indepefldent Clahm 7 and 25 
Amended itidependent claims 7 and 25 recite ii.mitati<)ns tliat are similar to those 
discussed above in connection with amended claim I . Therefore, amended claims 7 and 
25 are patentable for at least tiie reasons discussed above in connection witJh amended 
claim 1. 

Dependent Claims 4-6, 10-12, 27-30 and 32-34 
Dependent claims 4-6, 10-12, 27-30 and 32-54 are patentable for the same reasons 
that amended independent claim 1, 7 or 25 is patentable, as well as for the additional 
limitatiom recited therein.
